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SIR E- GORST'S SPEECH. - 


Sir Eldon Gorst’s speech at Khartoum must 
be regarded with satisfaction by all who have 
the interests of the Sudan at heart, inasmuch 
as we are informed that he stated that Lord 
Cromer’s policy was to be upheld, and the 
lines of his Administatjon followed-as long as 
he (Sir Eldon Gorst) was at the Agency. The 
development of the Sudan has been a remark: 
ably rapid one, and-all the existing conditions 
point to a continuance of the expansion of its 
prosperity, and it is therefore of the utmost 
importance that-no obstacle should be placed 
in the way of its administfators at the present 
time. The note of the Financial Adviser set 
at rest the doubts as to the financial treat~ 
ment which the Sudan ‘was to receive under 
the new regime, but as the whole question of 
the Sudan and its administration is one of 
such intense importance to this country, it is 
just as well thata definite line of policy should 
have been’ stated and it is relieving to find, 
that no departure from the conditions ‘laid 
down by the late Consul General are to be 
made. When the size of the country is con- 


who come under the jurisdiction of the Sudan 
Government, the comparative smallness of the 
English and Egyptian staff which is ‘employed 
in its administration is certainly remarkable. 
A few years since the country was seething in 
the throes of a savageand despotic Govern- 
ment under which the laws of might were 
alone respected, while to-day the lawless ad 
herents’ of that Government are the loyal and 
efficient soldiers: of this, and even the tribes 
which inhabit the provinoes to the extreme 
sonth of the country are slowly, but none the 
less surely, being trained to the knowledge of 
the advantages of labour and its attendant 
results. Countries, like persons, are prone 
to forget the source from which their 
benefits have sprung So long as these be- 


nefits > continue to exist without interrup- 
tion, and so it is that we hear _ frequent 
complaints as the sums of money’ which are 
occasionally voted (on loan at interest let it be 
remembered) to the Sudan by the Egyptian 
Government, the authors of this discontent 
being apparently forgetful of the ‘enormous 


“extent to which Egypt has profited by the 


works which haye been and are being, accom- 
plished in the former country. 

Take away the sdvantages thus gained -and 
we fancy that the critics of the moment would 
be.the'ffrst to condemn what they would be, 
only too ready to term short-sighted policy. of 
.a Government which had thus rendered useless 
the expenditure of thousands and the labour of 
years. Itis incredible that anyonewho has the 
interest of this country before him, should be 
so far ignorant’ of the relation in which 
it stands “to the Sudan, as to advocate -the 
diminution of the grants which. are. necessary 
tothe. welfare of the Southern ,Dominion by 
even so mach as a small piastré, and yet there 
are those who are apparently always ready to 
lift their voices iu an incessant chorus of com- 
plaint, and prophecy ruin to Egypt ifthe 
granting of such loans is continued. 

Such an attitude would be the more readily 
understood if there existed any single instance 
where money advanced to the Sudan ‘had been 
devoted to any purpose other ‘than to the 
most pressing reforms, but from the very first 
expenditure in the country. we believe that 
every piastre has been placed to the greatest 
possible advantage, and that nosingle.reform 
has been, undertaken but it was essential to the 
continued welfare of the country. The Sudanese 
are naturally a smart race and one which only 
requires a modicum of instruction, and this 
will perhaps account for the extraordinary 
success which has attended the efforts of the 
Government. to implant civilization in their 
country; even now when the people might 
with justice be supposed to retain many of 
their former prejudices as to their mode of ° 
life, itis astonishing to’ find how vety few 
cling to them, the spirit of emulation is ex- 
ceeedingly keen, not only among the younger 
men, but it,also touchés the remnants of the 
former “generation with the result that-the 
Spdanese bjd fair to attain to an intellectual 
Jevel equal tothat of any African, race in 
& remarkably short space of time. a 

The Government is working steailily to 
the advancement of its sphere of inilneioe, 
the natives ‘are being trained, to all the 
trades for which | there is any necessity in 


"the country, and the agricultural instinct, 


nullified to a great extent by the policy of 
the late Khalifa who considered it necessary 
to employ all the able hodied men ~ in his ~ 
Swn_ body ; guard, is being fostered and en- 
couraged in every manper possible, hile the 
formation and treatment ‘of the army ‘has 
met with results which perhaps were only 
to be expected, the Sudanese being naturally 
a lover of the display and glory” which is 
an attribute toa soldier's life. 

Take all these points in review, ‘and it 


| willbe” Seen that nothing but what is bene- 


ficial having résulted from the policy adopted 


| by Lord Cromer, it would - be little less than 
‘eriminal to introduce any changes of impor 


tance at,the present day, and we congrata-- 
late Sir Eldon Gorst upon’ the decision of 
upholding the-old inethods of administration. 
One of our contemporaries certainly is 
distinctly unhappy on the subject-however, 
and sets up adoleful wail because the new 
Consul General has seen fit to continue” the 
policy of the old, but ‘as. the mission of 
this paper appears to be that of inviting causes 
of complaint it is,doubtful whether it ever 
attempts to ‘reach the truth of things at all, 
or it would cheerfully” abandon the Sudan 
to the reign of such men as the Malidi or 
the Khalifa provided” only that no English- 
man. wére allowed to. refaain in the country.

We beg to tender our hearty congratulations 
to the Khedive of Egypt on the anniversary of 
his accession. On an occasion like the present 
it is both customary and opportune to pass in 
review the chief events of the sovereign’s reign- 
Bat such a survey would be inadequate without 
endeavouring to estimate the bearing ot such 
events upon the present situation and their 
probable influence on the future. The most im- 
portant of these events from this point of view, 
as standing out prominently from among the 
rest, andas calculated to make his Highness'’s 
reign famous even in the lengthy roll of Egypt’s 
history, are the extension of her dominions by 
the restoration of her lost provinces in the Su- 
dan and the building of the Assouan Dani. The 
former has assured to this country durable 
peace upon her borders and has manifested to 
the world at large the bravery and capacity of 
her soldiers when pitted against a most valiant. 
foe. Bat that brilliant feat of arms bas been ri- 
valled, if not surpassed, by the greatest of en- 
gineering triumphs which the modern world has 
witnessed, and which must necessarily be chief 
amongst the factors contributing to her future 
prosperity. These events, even if unaccompa- 
nied by many useful ameliorations in almost 
every department of the Administration, would 
be sufficient to lend Instre and distinction to 
his Highness’s -reign. At a moment like the 
present, one naturally asks oneself what are the 
main features of the era inaugurated by the 
accession of the Khedive, and the conclusion 
suggested is that qoming ages will note this 
epoch as a period of peaceful. progress and pro- 
longed prosperity. 

Called suddenly to the Throne at the 
age of eighteen, the Khedive was brought 
face to face witha most difficult situation. 

He was on all sidés “surrounded by pitfalls. 
On the one hand there was’a foreign occupation 
of his country and on the other native advisers | 
of unscrapulous character and, fresh from the 
environment of Vienna, he was quite in- 

i ofthe intrigues and cabals, which 
ever beset an Oriental Court. But in addition 
to these perilous factors, the situation was 
complicated by the jealousy of ‘Turkey, who 
eagerly desired that Egypt should fall again 
into her hands, and the rivalry and matual 
hostility of the European Powers. Aby serious 
and sastained affort to set himself at. variance 
with the occupying Power would have been 
fraught with the most disastrous consequences, 
not alone to the Khedivial dynasty, but might 
have led tothe shedding of Egyptian blood 
asa prelude to a Buropean conflict.

All its changes and episodes were clearly 
marked and properly emphasized For next 
Sunday we can only count definitely on three 
items, Saint Saéns septett, Haydn's “Surprise” 
and the “Walkiiren-Ritt”.
